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Season of ‘48 - ‘49 
Dear Glad Fan: 

Once again it’s Glad Catalog time. The thought brings 
to mind more forcibly than ever that time really is 
fleeting. It seems that just yesterday I sat down to prepare 
the copy for our ‘47 - ‘48 catalog. Actually it was Sept. 
23, 1947, more than a year has passed since then - this 
being Oct. 11, 1948 - and with this realization and as 1 
review the year, it now is clear that this past year has 
been a most strenuous one. First there was last year’s 
bulb sales, then planting, working of the garden, selling 
of cut flowers, trips to six shows and now the beginning 
of digging. In addition to the above we have had the 
problem of increasing our bulb storage capacity and 
office space. This latter, however, has progressed fair- 
ly well and as this is being written the storage is about 
80% completed. 


The season, from a growing standpoint was excellent. 
All sizes grew well and were kept clean. The State De- 
partment of Agriculture Inspector wrote on his report: 
“Entire planting shows excellent care, growth and health 
and is passed 100%.” Needless to say this fine con- 
clusion on his report pleased us greatly. He told us, 
in addition to that remark on the written report, that 
in his opinion it was the best kept and the healthiest 
Glad planting he had inspected in 3 years. This I tell 
you with considerable pride and in turn hope it may 
have some influence on your judgment when you decide 
to buy, for, if I may repeat a remark made last year, 
you just can’t grow good glads from poor or diseased 


bulbs. 


As for the new varieties we grew on trial some proved 
bitter disappointments, while others exceeded expectations. 
Oi those that did not prove acceptable we shall reserve 
a written opinion and grow again next year, bearing in 
mind that there’s always the possibility of an acclimation 
problem, just poor growing, or for some other reason 
the variety, for one year, did not grow up to its maxi- 
mum ability. The following newer varieties did, however, 
perform in a satisfactory manner. (1) GEN. DOUGLAS 
McARTHUR (light early pink) (2) SUNSPOT (buff, 
small wine throat blotch) (3) FIREBIRD (scarlet) (4) 
WHITE CHALLENGE (white with rose blotch) (5) 
SHEELY’S  S-664-13 (yellow) (6) COLOR MARVEL 
(orange and pink) (7) HIAWATHA (scarlet) (8) VIC- 
TORY QUEEN (orange and pink) (9) SUNLIGHT 
(orange and pink) (10) MARTHA DEANE - (yellow) 
(11) LAKE PLACID (cream) (12) ALETA (orange) 
(13) BRAZIL (smoky sport of Vagabond Prince) (14) 
THE. DETROIT NEWS (lavender) and (15) SILVER 
WINGS (light cream). There were 22 other recent intro-— 
ductions we grew that just didn’t measure up but, as — 
previously stated, I won’t comment on them until grown — 
again. The fact is now generally accepted however, that | 
far too many worthless varieties are being introduced. 
Space doesn’t permit of too lengthy a discussion, here, of — 
the problem and its possible solutions but the problem 
is being challenged by most of our leading Glad So- 
cieties and it’s entirely possible that thru National Trial 


Gardens some proper evaluation of Glad Seedlings be- 
fore introduction, can be arrived at and the information 
made available to the Glad Growing public. At the pre- 
sent time the National Trial Gardens appear to be headed 
in the proper direction. 


Then there were the new Glads we saw at the shows. 
The Seedling which most impressed me was Roger Arn- 
ett's “NANCY”. Nancy is a red that should prove to 
be an excellent commercial, having all the qualities nece- 
ssary -i.e., color value, ability to open and keep well, 
firm attachment, good facing and spacing, etc. I be 
lieve Rog has a fit companion for his White Challenge. 
Another seedling which showed promise was an un- 
named large purple exhibited at the Michigan Gladiolus 
Society Show by an amateur, Mr. Maynard of Ann 
Arbor who has promised me the opportunity to co-intro- 
duce this variety when sufficient stock is available. Of 
the newer named varieties BUTTERSCOTCH, 
M’M’SELLE, PERDITA, TEXAS and CHRISTINE im- 
pressed me as being worthy. Our own seedlings, of which 
we grow about 1,000 yearly, don’t show too much _pro- 
mise as yet, although one, an orange red, appeared to be 
worth a re-trial. Several Glad friends consider it out- 
standing but honestly I need further convincing. Well, 
hope still burns eternal so maybe, some day, we'll have 
something worthwhile from our own garden to offer you. 
Now for your consideration we offer the following list. 


From the gardens of Roger Arnett, Columbus, Indiana, 
formerly of Corunna, Mich. and Les Grout of Detroit 
we're offering and highly recommending NANCY (1949) 
and M’M’SELLE (1948) 


NANCY (Arnett) Mid-season. Nancy is a formal red, 
434” florets, 18 buds with 7 open and 7 in color, 
height 52%”, flowerhead 25”. The figures represent 
the average performance of Nancy as tested by 4 
National Trial Gardens in 1947. To date no Glad 
submitted for trial has approached Nancy’s phenom- 
enal record. Highest rating at Massachusetts and 
Washington State Trial Gardens and second highest 
at Pennsylvania and a score of 81 at Michigan, all 
in ‘47. In ‘48 Nancy was 4 times best seedling in 
show, Grand Champion once and American Home 
Achievement winner at the Michigan State Show. 
Rog has used this grand glad for his commercial 
red for several years which permits him to introduce 
it at the attractive prices quoted:

M’M’SELLE (Grout) Saw many beautiful spikes of 
this variety this year. M’m’selle has been grown by 
E. A. Lins, Legion Trial Gardens, Dr. James Cason 
and Ralph Kircher and all predict a bright future 
for it. It’s fine color combination, rose red with 
violet red blotch, and floret form, recurved and 
slightly lacinated and ruffled does present a very 
agreeable picture. M’m’selle consistently produces 
spikes of 20 buds, 7 open with 6 in color and 60” 
tall with 514” florets. I’m sure you'll like it.

CONCLUDING REMARKS 





We realize this list does not contain all the varieties 
youll hear about as being really outstanding. We are 
growing 302 ditferent varieties - many in_ sufficient 
quantities to be listed - but some of them aren’t offered 
to you because we honestly feel they are not wortay. This 
policy wit and has cost us several hundreds of dollars; 
however ail those which are listed, in our opinion, deserve 
to be there and with your best care wit bloom in a 
manner to please you. There are many growers and 
catalogers who year after year add dozens of varieties to 
their previous year’s list, each new variety being described 
as a “must have”. The truth about this is that new and 
really outstanding glads just do not come along that fast. 
In our opinion it takes several years growing to definitely 
prove a giads true worth. Proof of this is the tremendous 
number of varieties introduced say 5 years ago which have 
faded into oblivion. Because they weren't good in the 
first place it did not take long for this to become common 
knowledge, with the net result that everyone discontin- 
ues growing them. On the other hand many worthwhile 
varieties are slow in catching public fancy because they 
are from the gardens of little known hybridist or from 
amateurs who do not possess enough knowledge of 
marketing a seedling to give the seedling proper and 
sufficient early publicity. We are constantly on the look- 
out for glad seedlings that fall into this catagory, in the 
hope the hybridist will permit us to introduce or co-intro- 
duce it. If this list should find its way into the hands of 
any hybridist who feels he has a good seedling we would 
be very pleased to help in introducing it. 


There is one other thing I would like to mention; the 
policy of many catalogers to discontinue listing a glad 
variety after the price has dropped. Our feelings on this 
matter are determined not by the variety’s selling price 
but by its ability to grow well and in a color that’s ° 
pleasing and possessing, in addition, good health, etc. To 
us a beautiful glad is just that whether or not it’s worth 


10¢ or $10.00 a bulb.
